STILL RAGES AFTER 48 HOURS

Reports from All Points Relate Stories
of Shipwreck and Loss of Life—Steel
Steamers Sink—Herolam Shown by
Sevonia's Crew,

Duluth, Minn., Sept. & —FEighteen or
20 lives have been lost, and property
valued at a hall million dollars has been
sacrificed in the furlous storm  Lhat
swept Lake Superior all day Sunday and
continued nearly sll Monday night. The
gnle Is the most destructive to lake
shipping that has been experienced for
many years,

Beshdes the wreck of the stee]l steamer
Revonia, which broke in two on Sand
Island res?, seven of the crew losing
their lves, it is now beljeved Lhat two
more ships are Jost with their entire
crewa, One of these is beleived to be the
schooner Pretoria of Bay City, Mich, the
largest sailing ship on fresh water, and
carrying a erew of ¢ight men. The other
i« thought to be the Ulive Jrannette,
carrying & crew of seven men. The
Pretoria broke loose from the steamer
towing her during the storm and today
Captain Wenig of the steamer Mary
Boyle reported that the spars of a
sunken three-masted schooner was seen
a short distance east of the outer island
of the Apostle group, 100 miles from
Duluth,

The Olive Jeanette, it is believed, went
to the bottom about ten miles from the
portage entry, us a mass of wreckage
was sighted near that point, and al-
though the whip was not completely
identified there seems to be but little
doubt that it was the Olive Jeannette.

The storm at times reached the pro-
portions of a hurricane and the staunch-
esl new steel vessels were forced te run
for shelter.

Steamer Stackhouse arrived at Soo
with her hateh-covers sprung, and water
pouring continually into her hold. One
of the crew was washed overbomrd,

The entire side of a
precipice of & mountain ealled Cerro
Dolores, including a space of about 200
square suddenly took an upward move-
ment and great masses of rock were
broken loose by the upheaval and fell
into the valley with a thundering noise.
For several days the movement has been
discernible, 1t is accompanied by rumb-
ling subterranean noises. People who
have arrived from there declare that the
precipice continues to mise and portions
of the rock crumble and fall. Of late
the stones have ben hot and a voleano
is believed to be in the process of for-
mation,

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JEROME 18 WRECKED.
Strikes Sunken Rock and Goes Down
Instantly—Crew Escape,

Walla Walla, Wash,, Sepl. 4.—The
sleamer Jerome, secured by the Open
River association to trapsport a cargo
of wheat from Kennewick to the Celilo
Portage railway, was wrecked Baturday
afternoon about 5:30 o'clock at the West
rapids, near the mouth of the Snake
river, The bout was going down the Co-
lumbian st about ten miles an hour, and
when the upper end of the rapids were
appronched the boat struck a sunken
rock, which tore two large holes in the
starboard bow. The steamer rapidly
fllled with water and listed on the right
side, going down in about 20 feet of
water, The erew atlempted to launch
the lifeboats, but the stegmer went
down so quick that they were unsue
vensful.

Tie accident was witnessed by a num-
ber of government engineers wha were

Two large scows were
pushed into the river, and the engineers
l-m-.cuded In rescuing the officers and
crew of the boat.

‘Mother and Her Paramour
Horribly Mutiates
Its Body.

| MURDERERS ARE ARRESTED

Little Girl Is Caught by Feet and Hurled
Against a Post—Face Cut to Pieces—
Both Legs Broke and Body Is Thrown
Under Stairway.

New York, Sept, 4.—A child-murder
of unusual cruelty came to light when
the body of a 3-year-old girl was found
early today in & dark stairway in a
west wside.temement house. Both legs
had been bLroken at the knees. There
were nine stab wounds in the face, evi-
dently made by a penknife, and numer-
ous other bruises, The body was well
dressed.

Even before the body had been re-
moved {e the morgue, more than 1500
persons residing in the vicinity of the
tenement house, where the dead child
was found, had viewed the body. None
of them ever had seen her before, and
the coroner appeared to be satisfied that
she had not lived in the neighborhood.

The
cruelty, of the person or persons who
sent the little one to her death, were
emphasized by “the coroner’s investiga-
tion. It has been found that the stab
wounds on the face are entirely super-
fieinl. Death was eaused by an ugly
bruise on the side of the head, which the
physicians who have examined the body
think- may have been caused by the
child being swung heavily agninst a
post, presumably by someone who held
her by the feet. It is the opinion of the
coroner that the body was carefully
washed and fully redressed after the
erime,

The police immediately set to work to
discover the perpetrators of the hor-
rible deed and tonight a weman hy the
name of Agunes Hyland, aged 25, and
Gustave Denser. a plumber, with whom
she was living as a housekeeper, wers
arrested.

The woman confessed to being the
mother of the child and said Denser had
killed ber baby because it was “in the
way.” and she had helped him dispose
of the body.
